Brasswork  can  1**  kept  beautifully 
bright  by  occad  e  nllyi  rubbing  with  salt 
and  vinegar. 

To  dean  yillow  furniture,  use  salt  and 
water.  Apply  it  with  a  nail  brush,  scrub 
well  and  dry  thoroughly. 

If,  ifrter  having  a  tooth  pulled,  the 
mouth  is  filled  witn  salt  and  water,  it  will 
allay  the  danger  of  having  a  hemorrhage 
Salt  as  a  tooth  powder  is  better  than  al¬ 
most  anything  that  can  !»e  bought.  It 
keeps  the  teeth  brilliantly  white  a^d  the 
gums  hard  and  rosy. 

To  wash  silk  handkerchiefs,  soak  them 
first  in  ^ait  and  cold  water  ten  minutes 
or  longer,  then  wash  out  in  the  same  water 
and  iron  imho  •'Lately 

Carpets,  may  be  greatly  brightened  by 
fir.-d  sweeping  thoroughly  and  theu  going 
over  them  with  a  clean  cloth  and  clear 
salt  and  water.  {Tse  a,  cupful  af  coarse 
salt  to  a  large  basin  of  wajer. 

Nothing  is  better  lor  a  noire  throat  than 
a  gargle  of  salt  water.  It  may  be  used  as 
.  often  as  desired,  and  if  a  little  is  swallow¬ 
ed  each  timeittis  used  it  will  cleanse  the 
throat  ami  allay  the  irritalL 

Salt  in  doses  of  one  to  four  teaspoonfuls 
in  half  a  pint  to  a  pint  of  tepid  water,  is 
an  emetic  always  on  hand.  This  is  always 
the  antidote  to  be  u«ed  after  poisoning 
from  nitra  e  of  silver,  while  waiting  for 
the  doctor  tdconje. 

If  the  feet  are  tender  or’  painful  aft-r 
long  walking  or  standing,  great  relief  can 
be  had  by  bathing  them  in  salt  and  water. 

A  handful  of  sa.t  p»  a  gallon  of  water  is 
the  right  proportion.  Have  the  water  as 
hot  a»  can  comfortably  be  borne.  Im¬ 
merse  the  feet  and  throw  the  water  over 
the  legs  as  far  as  the  knees  with  the 
hands.  When  tne  water  becomes  too  cool 
|  mb  briskly  with  a  flesh  towel.  This 
Jn^thod,  if  uaed  night  ami  day,  will  care 
neuralgia  ofthe  feet.
